Tbo city was crowded with str.angers, 
and promiuout Democrats woro present 
from varip.U3 sections of the Union. 
Gonoral's Joint C. Blade and John 51. 
Palmer woro among tho distinguished 
epeakers. 
C-i-oneral Sttfveuton, made tho loading 
rjiecdi of the day, and, in it clearly set 
forfcii the pidncipals ujion wliicli ho ad­ 
vocated the election of Grover Cleveland 
in I'-Tovembcr. 
In the opening of his speech, Goner.al 
Stevenson callod attention to tlio fact 
that none of tho disasters to trade and 
cbmmerce wliioh had been ,so confident­ 
ly predicted to follow the adininistra- 
tiou of President Cievelaiid, had been 
realized. 
But tliiit tlio.so who liad jiro- 
dicted these, and kindred evil ri'sults, 
had proved to bo " falso prophets." 
The Democratic adiuinistratlou xvliicli 
ended Slarch 4, ISyj, had "goneintg 
lii.itory as an eooiioinical and able ad-, 
ministration of the govenimoiit. ” 
Tiie 
rights of all iimperty of all sections had 
been preserved, tho debts of tho gov­ 
ernment woro X'aid at niatnrit.y, no 
trust fund.s were n.scd, and tiie gold re­ 
servo was protected from any menacing 
throats of invasion. 
"Tho banlcrnptcy wliicli now threat­ 
ens the govern m en t,said General.Sto- 
vonson, "is the result, lir.st, of the en­ 
actment of tho JIcKiiilcy tarilf law, 
and, secondly, of the lavish ajiproiiria- 
tions of the i ’ifty-iirst congre.ss. ” 
General Stevenson then contrasted 
tlio act of the iiresent secretary of tho 
treasury in. nu-Ier what he considered 
tho cxigonci-.-s of tiio fiiiaucinl situation, 
e.vteiuiiiig tho payuiout of ii2,0(10,001) 
bonds jiiatnring bept. 1, of last year, 
with till) wise and economical admistra- 
tion of his Democratic ¡iredece.s.sor, wlio 
paid promjitly 
all claims 
iiintnring 
against the government. 
Ue then reviewed the reckless ospon- 
ditnre of nione}- liy the last liepuidican 
congress—known as the "billion dollar” 
congre.ss. 
lie said that at tlio close of the ad­ 
ministration of Mr. Cloveland. the sur­ 
plus, exclusive of the gold reserve was, 
in round nmuber.s ;íS:j,QüO.OOO. mid the 
question apparent, in tho last two years 
of tile administration was, what shall 
be done with the snrjihis.

■ were added to the apjiropriatioiis by a 
RopnbUcau Renato. 
Ho said : "The 
reck-le.ss exiienditure of money l.iy ajipro- 
jiriatioTis which no public iiocossitie.s 
'demanded, merits the condemnation of 
the iiooplo. ”

In .view oí 
tho fact that protection to the “infant In­ 
dustries” has more thaii trebled since the 
passuKe of tho bill of which Mr. Clay was 
the author. Clay would himself, if llvius, 
be uoiv denounced as a free trader by ifie 
protoctioulst.s. Instead of being lessened, 
protection has, year by year, under Re- 
publican rule, iiiereased. lu pVoiiortioii as 
thc.so industries have groyvii stronger and 
more powerful, they Iiuve demnudcd yet 
greater protection. 
In reviewing tlio tnrift' laws as enact­ 
ed by congress from Ur. Olay, dowh to 
IbOO ho said:

In 
IS'.IO dnring the first session of the I ’ifty- 
iir.st Congress their demand ts'as in sub- 
• Staneo for a prohibitory tarift. The ro- 
sponce to this demund wii.s. the iia.ssage 
by a Keoubliean Congress of the Me Kinhiy 
bill. The avowed object of this bill was 
to’oheclc importation. Its purpose so tc 
iiiciMase tlie rate of duties, as in many in­ 
staures to exnlude absolutol.v 
foreign 
goods from our markot.s, and tl’iuB by cut­ 
ting 'oil coiiipotition, enable the home 
uiaiiiifiicturer without let or liimlnince to 
li.x the price of Ills wares, In a word, the 
JleKiilfey law, by Its proliibitory features 
gave its beiioliciaric.s a pr.actieal moiioiiol.v, 
and enabled tlioiu in fact to levj- an addi­ 
tional tax upon tlio coDsumer, to the ex­ 
tent tlnit that the duty bad been increased. 
IVns this legislation (loiuaiide-l by the 
people? IVas it in tlioir interest? AVas it 
not class le.glslat ion of the most odious 
ciiaract.er—such le.gislatioii 
a.s enriches 
tlio.few at tlie expcu.se of tlio many? The 
American ¡x-iiplo nnmistuhlj-set their seal 
oC» condcmniLliou upon the bill. Slowly 
but .surely they have become convinced 
that "prolcclioii does not protect ” them. 
It iswor.se tliaii idle to .speak of the bene­ 
fits to the Amevican fanner. AVbatlie de­ 
mands is both a foreign and a home mar­ 
ket for the procfets of his farm. Iti.s 
mockery to tell liiwlie i.sproteel odagaiii.st 
the com and wheat products of tlie old 
world. 
AKliilc he is compelled to .sell in 
the open iiiarkets of the world, lie should 
bo allowed the iinor privilege of Iniyhig 
wliat bis necessities reguire without pay­ 
ing high tribute to tbo jirotected cla.sses of 
libs own country. To tile iiieeliiinic and 
laliorer no less than to tlio farmer jirotec- 
tioii lias proved a delusion and a snare. In 
no iiistaiice lias it opened tip to tlie fanner 
‘'addiiioiial market for a jimiiid of meat 
or a bushel or grniii.” U a.sitiii a .single 
iiistance given to tbo moclmnicor laboror 
iiieroa,sod wages :•■ Tbo present Iiigh tarill 
adds largely to tlie cost of articles neces­ 
sary to tbo eainfort of the wage earner.

.Slie Iiad left the liouso but a short 
wliilu when screams attractcfl licr nt- 
tc-ntion. .and^hastoning tliove slio found 
two of lier children dead and the third 
one quite sick. 
The little fellow, liow- 
ever able to talk and §aid that they had 
jioked their fingers througli a crack in 
the floor and a lien under the house liad 
bitten them all. 
• 5Irs. AA'ilson then hurried back to the 
spring and there found that her little 
baby liad crawled into the spring ami 
was drowned. 
Tlie, mother gathered 
the baby in bcr arms and returned to 
tlio house and fouii-l the little boy al.so 
dead. 
Of course tlKs strain was too 
great for liuman endurance, and the 
mother fainted away. 
In a few minutes 5Ir. AA’il.son rrturn- 
ed from the mill, and the sight that 
m et I1Í.S gaze is heyoiid do.-crijitioii—four 
children dead, and his wife on tlie floor 
in an unconscious condition. 
As .soon a.s poBsiblo ho Hccirrcd the as­ 
sistance of neighbors and rostor.atives 
were apidied, and 5lrs. AYilson gained 
coii.sciuusiiess. 
As soon a.s she cunld 
siicak, she repeated what the little boy 
'imd said. 
A searcii was iiiado, and a 
huge rati leivuiku was found under tlio 
lionse and kiiled. 
The above are llio facts in the case 
just as told by two reliable citizens 
froiii this county, wlio assert that the 
story ia true in every particular.

Tlie Fearful Reports 
That Come 
from AcrosEt the Sea—Our 
Country Threatened. 


HAMUUKa, Aug., 25.—The papers licre 
which have been accnsod of greatly ex­ 
aggerating tho 
situation, have now 
tnnicd on tho Authorities and attack 
them for pcrcisteiitly dcuyiug tlio pres­ 
ence iu Hgmhurg of Asiatic cholera 
until the violence of the outbreak made 
concealment no longer possible. 
They gliiiin tliat if the authorities had 
admitted at the start tliat tho disease 
was true cholera, siinitary measures 
m lglit have been enforced that would 
have prevented tho spread of tho dis­ 
ease to the extent which it lias non- 
reached. 
One hundred and sixty-nine bodice of 
cliolora victims are awaiting burial in 
this city. 
So great is tho terror that it is diffi- 
cnlt to get men for tlio work o^bn^yiIlg 
tho dead, and many assistants of under­ 
takers have deserted their places of em­ 
ployment. 
Business is prostrated and 
«hipping is going to other ports. 
.So serious is tho panic that Russian 
immigr.-ints now in tho city find it diffi­ 
cult to procure food.

S. N ot only nearly or quite all the 
plates used in the alleged luanafac» 
ture of A m erican tin p late are im por­ 
ted, but th e pig tin is im ported and 
the skilled w orkm en are all im ported. 
So-called A m erican tin is, therefore, 
as a rule sim ply foreign block plates 
iini>orted; foreign tin dipping pots 
im ported, and all th e Americ.an in ­ 
dustry about it is th e dipping shed, 
aud for th a t lu x u ry tlie people ai'c 
taxed som e .$16,000,000 a year on their

DEATH OE CÜETIS. 


END OF THE CAEEER OF A FA­ 
MOUS AMERICAN. 


George William Curtis Breathe'd'His 
Last at His Late Home on . 
, Staten Island. 


N ew Y ork, Sept. 
1.—Hon. George 
W. Curtis died at his home at Living- 
Bton, Staten Isl.ond. 
Ho wns conscious to the end and suf­ 


fered no p.ain. 
Dr. Frank G. Curtis, his 
son, was in attendance, and Mrs. and 
Mi.es Curtis were present. 
I He was horn in Providence Februarj- 
i, 1824, and after obtaining .a common' 
scliool education there p.as6(«four years 
at an : .adciny in Jamaica Plains, Alass. 
Strictly speaking he never took a col­ 
lege course, yet his sciiolarslup was ni>- 
usnally 
sound 
and 
tliorougli. 
His 
motlier having died in his early boy­ 
hood. his fntUor luarvied again, and In 
1839 removed to New York city. 
George \yilliam was destined to a slow 
growth. H isfatlier decided on a mercan­ 
tile career for him .andplucod him as clerk 
in a Germ.an importing liouse. W e need 
say no more as to tlio indfrment of the 
elder Curtis. 
His son’s year in th.at 
ofBco was decidedly the linhappiest period 
of the Ind’s life. 
He "cut flic shop," .as 
they said in tliose days, in sheer desper­ 
ation, and with an older brother joined 
Gio noted Brooli Farm community in 
West líoxburj-, Mass. 
The world lias had its laugh .about 
Brook farm, aud most of them have, 
since the first smart of disappointment 
was ea.sod, joined in tlio laugh. 
After Brook Farm the Curtis brotiiers 
remained two years in Concord, M ass., 
and vicinity, working a farm, studying 
and writing, and at the end of 'tb.at 
time George AA’illi.am had nctiuired .a 
standing as .a writer, whicli on.a'blcd 
him to go abroad. 
He went in ISI6 and 
returned in 18.j0. 
Tlio result appears in 
his famous works on Syria .and'Hgyjit, 
which caused him to bo known for 
many years as thii ■" H o\t.i O j i, ” or P il­ 
grim. 
. Ho bad written for tlio Now York 
Tribune and The Courier and Einiuircr, 
and rotnriied to N ew York to dud him ­ 
self in the front rank of young writers. 
Yet his first independent ventures 
were disastrous. 
After tliree year.s on 
Tlio Tribune, joined with Jir. Parka 
Godwin .and Mr. Charles P. Briggs in 
the editorial managemeuf. of Pulnam ’.s 
Monthly. It was too pood for the timer.. 
Or perliaps it had too many good man.ag- 
ers and lacked tiio controlling energy of 
onedireotingmind. At any rateit faiied’, 
after the business managomerit 
had 
Iiassod into the bands of Messrs. Dix & 
Edwards. 
Mr. Curtis considered iiiin- 
self morally responsible for .a share of 
the indebtedness, and resolutely toiled 
until he had p.aid every dollar. 
For the next ten years ho labored 'as 
no literary man had done since that 
wonderful acliievemont of Walter Scott 
in paying the iiidebtednc.ss of tlio bank­ 
rupt firm with which lie was connected. 
Mr. Curtis was several tim es a delo- 
gatS to National llopublican conven­ 
tions, and was a jiiomber of the consti­ 
tutional convention of New Y'ork, and 
was cliairm.aii of tlio cominittoo on edu­ 
cation. 
He docliiicij the consul general-, 
ship to Egypt, tendered by. President 
Lincoln. 
Mr. Cnrtis was a strong .advocate of 
civil service reform. 
Ho declined the 
mission to Germany, oflorod by Presi­ 
dent Ha3'es;>nml also declined to name 
any foreign niissi, ■ lie iiiiglit like to 
fill. 
In 1SS4 Mr. 
Inrtis w.as chair­ 
man of 
an 
indpindeiit 
lUopublicnn 
convention held in Now York to protest 
against tlio nomination of Mr. Blaine 
for president, and since Ihou lie has 
never been a stalwart Bepnblican. 
Hu 
snpported Mr. Cleveland 1.S8I. and h.is 
been a Democrat in n.-ilioilal politics 
ever since.

HUNG. 


T he N oted T>cspertulo In tlio Dfountalns of 
VlrKliiIri, ray-K tlio P enalty. 
\VisE CouiiTiionsE, Ya.. Sept. 8.-^Tal- 
ton .Hall, the .slayer of ninety-nine men, 
spent bis l.a.st night on earth in restless 
sleep, and awoke almost completely bro­ 
ken up. 
His .sj.stcr t-isited him in bis cell, .and 
when shp left, .she was heard to say: 
“Tlioy shall all .snffer for this.’’ 
Two hundred determined' men well 
armed, guarded the jail all night,' and, 
alttionght it was not tliouglit likely that 
an attack would bo m ade;by HalVs 
friends, over.v precaution wa.s taken to 
prevent hi.s being rescued, should it bo 
attempted. 
Hall made a speech on the scaffold. 
The drop foil at 13:34, and Hall w.os 
dead eleven minutes later. 
His neck 
was broken by the fall. 
Hall .spent a .sloeples.s night, .and when 
he w.xs called for breakfast he appeared 
verj’ nera’ons and broken. 
He refused 
to oat anj-thin.g at breakfast, but called 
for wliisky.

T ie Arclibisliop Has Issued a Letter 
Denouacing the School Law. 
Good Political Capital. 


CmcAGo, Sept. 14.—A t all the Cath­ 
olic churches in Illinois the priest read 
from the altar a long pastoral letter 
Sunday morning, sigirod hy the f rch- 
bi|hop of Chicago and the hishoj) of Pe­ 
oria, Belleville and Alton, strongly de- 
nounc ng the Edwards compnlsory edn- 
cation law, and ciilling upon Catholic 
voters to endorse the demand for its ro-, 
peal. 
, 
_ 
The letter .is remarkahle in many 
ways- It is the first anthorized ntter- 
anoe of the clmrch in this state on .an 
edncational m atter and it isfi:aken to 
mean that the Catholics oí Illinois will 
join the liiitherans as they did in 'Wis­ 
consin, in the fight again-st state iiiter- 
ferenco in denominational schools. 
Also It is the first pa.storial ever sent 
out hy Arch Bishop Eéohan, and it is the 
first pastoriitl touching political matters 
tha,tlia8 been read in the churches of 
Chi<ggo since Bishop Duggan denounced 
the Fenians in tiie faU of 1863. 
This pastorial has- exoited much com­ 
ment. both friendly and unfrioncUy. 
The letter goes on to declai-e that tho 
caching of religion is <a necessary nc- 
lompamment of secu'lar education in 
order that the schools m ay not turn oiit 
“ an inferior sort of men—.and mei-c ma­ 
terialists, secularists and indilforentisls 
must always be inferior. 
The hishops .says. “ It is not right that 
we Catholics should have to contribute 
to the support Of both public and paro­ 
chial schools for the present, however, 
as there seems to be no escape from the 
doublo burden, for tlio law taxo.s us for 
tho maintenance of tho secular schools 
and reason and conscience compel us to 
maintain onr oum religious schools.” 
Ho fiirther says: 
It 
seems inex­ 
plicable to us that the legislature of Illi- 
nois should liave enacted wh.at is kirown 
as the Edw.ards law. An in.sidious and 
unjust law, whicli imder pretense of zeal 
for popular education is rejlly violation 
of our most sacrod rights as meu and 
citizens.

they would neither do nor cnuuteiiaiicG 
tho doing of :uiythiiig that woidd ap- 
po.ar U.B a broach of the peace or tendpig 
that way, and tlie whites pledged thom- 
selvcs to ii.se every effort for the snp- 
pression of illeg.al acts hy aiiyono. Af­ 
terward a general meeting Was held at 
the coiu’thouse and .speeches wore made 
by white.s and blacks. All tho negroes 
asked, the spealrers said; was pini ■ -Mi .u, 
and they looked to their white friends 
for it.

Ladies Averc iusiilted 
on the streets—it Avas indeed a reign 
of terror.
